Washington, January 16.—VDresi- 
dent Coolidge was represented today

Rome, Jasuary 16.—Premier Be- 
nito Mussolini has withstood the con- 
eerted attempt of three former pre- 
taiers of Italy to thrust him from pow- 
er. The test came in the chamber 
Friday and culminated in a _ bitter 
scene during which the aged Giolitti 
was threatened with bodily harm by 
enraged fascists. 

Following tumultuous debate, the 
chamber votel confidence in Musso- 
lini by 308 vote to 33. The majority 
of the liberal deputies did not even 
come to the chamber to hear the de- 
bate, so then did not vote against the 
government. 

Salvatore Orlando, Antonio Salan- 
ire and Giolitti organized the drive 
against Musselini earlier in the week, 
avd Friday's debate on the proposed 
reform of the electoral laws was to 
have brought out the full strength of 
the triumvirate’s armament.

Praise Criticism 
On Jazz Concert

When Ralph T. Jones, dramatic 
and musical critic for ‘The Constitu- 
tion, wrote for Friday's Constitution 
his impressions of the concert given 
Thursday night at the auditorium by 
Paul Whiteman and his orchestra, be 
apparently voiced opinions of the con- 
cert held by a vast majority of those 
who heard the entertainment. 

The critic expressed the view that, 
so long as the Whiteman orchestra 
confined its program to simple synco- 
pated melodies it furnished delightful 
musical entertainment, but when it 
tried to play jazz as though it were 
a serious musical composition, its ef- 
forts palled upon the ear. He com- 
pared the orchestra, at those times, 
to a “flapper in a crinoline” and 
uttered the heartfelt wish that the 
flapper would remain a delightful 
flapper and not try to pose as some- 
thing which she was not. In other 
words, he didn't like neurasthenia 
posing as genius. 

Atlanta musicians Friday _ tele- 
phoned or wrote their full accord with 
Mr. Jones in his opinion. Typical cf 
the letters which were received was 
one from Mrs. Theodora 
Stephens, of the Morgan-Stephens 
Conservatory of Music. Her letter 
reads as follows:

Wanted: A Little 
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Less Propaganda

Recent reports on Germany's 
non-fulfillment of the military

are largely propaganda. General 
Allen recently pointed out the 
impossibility of Germany's pre- 
paring for another war. Will 
Irwin, in this editorial, suggests 
a plan for finding out and pre- 
senting the truth in the matter. 


; By no means 
the smallest 
benefit of the 
Dawes plan was 
the light it 
threw on Ger- 
many’s financial 
status. Until the 
Dawes commis- 
sion reported, 

ie =) Germany was 
ruined and starving or Germany was 
growing rich by caching billions ‘n 
foreign securities while dodging her 
obligations—according to what news- 
paper you were reading. The Parisian 
dailies, mostly controlled at the time 
by the nationalist and big-army ele- 
ment, exaggerated every violation of 
the treaty into a major and danger- 
ous piece of international chicanery. 
The British Tory press, in its reports 
on German finances, was only a sha‘le 
less disproportionate. Frantie French 
and British patriots believed that 
Germany had stored away in South 
American securities a ,sum_ greater 
than the entire capital investment of 
that continent. The Dawes commis- 
sion, an able and disinterested body 
having power to get at the facts, in- 
vestigated the matter to the‘ bottom. 
It ‘found some fire and much smoke. 
The allied governments took measures 
to quench the fire whereupon one 
dangerous variety of war-making 
propaganda stopped. 
The lover of international peace 
could wish that some commission 4s 
and as well-informed 


might report on Germany’s concealed 


armament, the present excuse for the | 


| 


allied refusal to evacuate the Rhine’ 

country and for new anti-French agi- 

tation by the German monarchists. 
General Henry T. Allen has lately 


shown that it is impossible by ex-| 
ternal force wholly to disarm Ger- | 
many or any other country; that the 
practical question is whether the war- | 
party is concealing enough arms to! 
make Germany dangerous. There’ 


arises, too, the question whether the 
authorities of the republic are show- 
ing good faith in this matter, or 
whether it is giving the conspirators 
comfort and tacit support. On these 
two points, we have scarcely a word 
of reliable information. A few old 
¢annon of the Franco-Prussian war 
period, discovered in a remote Ger- 
man armory, have often been magni- 
fied by the Parisian’ press into a 
“park of modern artillery;” and a 
hundred rifles held out by a peasant 
in hopes that he may some day find 
a market for them, into “arms for a 
division.”” The Nollet report on which 
the allies base their new Rhine pol- 
icy, emits here and there a ‘fishy 
scent. Most of the violations report- 
ed by General Nollet were discovered 
more than a year ago. Why then did 
Nollet and Foch wait to report them 


until that delicate moment when the} 


news would most injure the cause of 
European disarmament? Both Nollet 
and Foch are by honest conviction 
militarists and big-army men. That 
is one possible answer. Again: sup- 
plementing their report came a news- 
paper story about the discovery in a 
windowless building of machine-gun 
parts in enormous quantities. That 
story, “played big” for a week, sud- 
denly disappeared. It was nev-r 
mentioned again by either party to 
the controversy. Wasn't it true? 
And if it was true, why this sudd:n 
silence? 


The suspicion that Germany works 
to prepare another war is nearly as 
dangerous to peace as the certainty 
would be. For wars are bred of 
fears. A kind of Dawes commission 
on German armament—preferably an 
American commission—could at least 
sift the evidence presented by that 
allied body which has been struggling 
with German disarmament, and show 
us how much or ‘how little her re- 
actionaries have succeeded in making 
her dangerous. Then we ‘should know 
whether the rearming of Germany is 
menace or moonshine. 

But, of course, it can't be done. It

For though Serbia. now known under 
the name of Jugo-Slavia, has time ani 
again asserted that there is no longer 
a Balkan problem in existence, this is 
just talking like certain English 
statesmen during the last century, 
who declared that there was no Irish 
problem. The immediate Balkan 
problem is Macedonia. Divided under 
the treaties of Sevres and Neuilly af | 
the close of the war, this country. 
Macedonia, begins to show signs of | 
national awakening. It is openly 
charged by the Bulgarian foreign of- 
fice that Serbia is systematically ex- 
terminating the 1,000.000 Macedoni- 
ans who live under her rule. The 
Bulgarians feel that they would be 
infinitely better suited to the role of 
playing big brother to the Macedoni- 
ans than the Serbs. But there again 
may be some doubt. For when Bul- 
garia controlled Macedonia after the 
first Balkan war, the Serbians charged 
that the Bulgarians were exterminat- 
ing the Macedonians. In the mean- 
time a league has been formed of Mace- 
donians. which aims at the union in 
one state of all the nationals of the 
race, though at present scattered un- 
der three or four different Balkan 
governments. The league has sent out 
an appeal to the world and the bur- 
den of the appeal resembles the err 
heard by St. Paul while ne was still 
preaching across the Aegean sea in 
Asia Minor: “Come over to Mace- 
donia and help us!”

Naturally it will afford me mach 
pleasure to comply with your request , 
L find 1 can keep my own blood 
pressure within the preferred risk 
limits if I exude a little sarcasm frum 
time to time. Sarcasm is a compli- 
ment to the intelligence of readers. 
Sonfte young itors hold that very 
few readers appreciate it. Perhaps 
that is because they hear only from 
readers who dont. . 

In a normal circulation the blood 
is under a certain degree of pres- 
sure like the water in the water sup- 
ply system. The pressure is highest 
in the aorta or great artery and grad- 
ually diminishes toward the terminals 
of the arteries. The blood pressure 
is usually measured in the artery of 
arm, where it is sufficient in a 
healthy adult to elevate a column of 
mercury about 130 millimeters. It 
would elevate a column of water or 
lood five or six feet, because water 
or blood is lighter than mercury. 
(130 millimeters is equivalent to a 
little over five inches). 

The normal blood pressure is not 
steady or constant like the pressure 
of water in the water pipes which 
supply your home, but oscillating be- 
tween the high point, say 130 mm. ai- 
tained with the beat of the heart 
(this is cailed the systolic or maxima) 
pressure) and the low point, say. SO 
mm, to which it falls between heart 
beats (this is called the diastolic or 
minimal pressure). 

In youths and children the blood 
ressure is lower than the average 1 
ave given; in adults of mature aze 
it is higher. As a rough and ready 
working rule, a systolic pressure is 
not considered beyond normal limiis 
until it exceeds 140 millimeters mer- 
eury. 

The blood pressure is excessive in 
many disease conditions. If now anid 
then the physician can find no other 
abnormality or defect, in a physical 
examination, than excessive blood 
pressure, that does not warrant che 
conclusion that “high blood pressure” 
or “hypertension” is a disease in 
itself. It should be attributed rather 
to the imperfect diagnostic methods 
available at this stage of the art. It 
is only within the last few years that 
we have attempted to diagnose dis- 
ease in the very beginning of func- 
tional disturbance. 

Since high blood pressure is on!y 
part and parcel of some disease con- 
dition, it is obviously impossible to 
specify the cause or suggest a revi- 
edy, without some definite knowledze 
of the nature of the disease of whici 
it is a sign or feature. It would be 
a serious mistake to find out or guess 
that you have high blood pressure and 
then undertake experiments in the at- 
tempt to lower it. In many instances 
the high blood pressure is an esse»- 
tial change and if it is necessary to 
maintain the circulation against ab- 
normalities incident to disease, surely 
it would be foolish to attempt to re- 
duce the blood pressure. So I finish 
in sarcastic vein after all—if yon 
think you have high blood pressure 
consult a physician.

Please tell me whether cultured 
milk is fattening as sweet milk an:l 
just what it does for vou?

Answer—Whole milk soured or 
fermented by sowing it with cultures 
of lactic bacilli (Bulgarian or Acid- 
ophilus) is practically as fattening ae 
it was to begin with. The souring or 
fermentation:of course means that. a 
trifling amount of the milk sugar is 
converted into lactic acid: It is a 
wholesome beverage, perhaps valuabie 
in favoring a healthful bacterial ac- 
tivity in the colon and opposing harm- 
ful putrefaction there. The father of 
this idea, Metchnikoff, advised, how 
ever, that skim milk be used, not sweet 
milk, and that it be boiled five min- 
utes, cooled. and cultrred with Bul- 
garian bacilli, and that one drink 
ahout a pint of this daily. Skim miiF. 
like buttermilk, is just half as nu- 
tritious or fattening as fresh milk.

CHILDREN OF CROKER 
FIGHTING FOR ESTATE 


Jacksonville, Fla., January 16.— 
Charges have been made in two suits 
filed here in the federal court by the 
'children of Richard Croker, late Tam- 
many Hall chieftain of New York 
city, that the estate in Palm Beach, 
willed by Croker to his widow, was 
deeded unlawfully. 

The chaldren are atempting to gain 
possession of the estate under Article 
10 of the state constitution, declaring 
the estate comprised § the family's 
homestead at the time of Croker's 
death in Ireland. 

The Florida supreme court recently 
held that a married man with living 
children cannot directly or indirectly 
deed his homestead to his wife under 
the constitution and laws of Florida. 

The Croker estate at Palm Beach 
is worth thousands of dollars and is 
one of the most beautiful in that sec- 
tion of the state. 

A decision was handed down recent- 
ly by the state supreme court in the 
case of Norton against Baya, which 
it is believed, inspired the filing of 
the suits by the Croker children 
against Croker’s widow. 

J. T. G. Crawford and G. C. Bedell, 
of Jackonville, are representing the 
plaintiffs. Both attorneys are out of 
the city and cannot be reached. 

This case is merely the continuation 
on part of the Croker children to ob- 
tain possession of the estate left by 
their father. Croker died in 1922 and 
shortly afterwards the children began 
the fight to obtain the property. The 
courts heretofore have upheld the 
the willing of the property as lawful. 

Howard Croker, Richard Croker, 
Jr., and Ethel Croker White, are the 
complainants named in the suit. The 
defendants are Bula Croker, J.-B. Me. 
Donald, and Palm Beach Estate, a 
corporation. 


FREIGHT RATE SYSTEM 
ATTACKED BY WATKINS 


Washington, D. C., January 16.— 
(Special.)—Oharges that the present 
system of freight rates in the south 
was “irrational, illogical, unfair, dis- 
criminatory and preferential,’ Edgar 
Watkins, Atlanta attorney, argued for 
a new system today before the inter- 
state commerce commission in sessiviu 
here. ‘he new system proposed would 
be a scale based on mileage, or a dis- 
tance scale rate, which he argued was 
just and reasonavle. 


Mr. Watkins’ name also was men- 
tioned frequently in certain quarters 
today in connection with the appoint- 
ment to succeed Commissioner Pot- 
ter, of New York, who will resign 
soon. Others mentioned for the place 
included Senator Dial, of South Car- 
olina. 

Mr. Watkins pointed out that the 
present system began with the basing 
point system under which the larger 
markets were preferred at the expense 
of smaller points, thus building up 
trade centers and preventing the de- 
velopment of the smaller communities. 
He traced the history of this plan, 
which was first condemned by the in- 
terstate commerce commission in 1889, 
showing that the carriers had opposed 
changing the system, but that it had 
gradually been modified as a result of 
the decisions of the interstate com- 
merce commission. He showed that 
while the proposals of the carriers in 
this case mitigate the evils of the sys- 
tem, still the system is the basis of 
what the carriers proposed. 

He recited the efforts of the ship- 
pers in Mississippi, Tennessee, North 
Carolina, Georgia and in the fourth 
section cases throughout the south to 
obtain a remedy for the evil, and that 
while partial remedies were granted 
in these several cases, there had never 
heretofore been an opportunity for a 
comprhensive determination of an 
equitable system of rates throughout 
the south.

No, 6. 

To determine net income, upon 
which the tax is assessed, the tax- 
payer must first compute his gross 
income, Regardless of the amount 
of net income a return is required of 
every individual whose gross income 
for 1924 was $5,000 or more. Gross 


income, as defined by regulatians re- 
lating to the income tax under the 
revenue act of 1924, “includes in gen- 
eral compensation for personal and 
professional services, business income, 
profits from sales of and dealings in 


gains, profits, and income derived 
from any source whatever, unless ex- 
empt from tax by law.” Net income 
iS gross income, less certain specified 
deductions for business expenses, 
losses, bad debts, depreciation of busi- 
ness property. gifts, etc., to be fully 
explained later. 

Taxpayers may be divided into four 
general classes—the wage earner or 
salaried class, business, professional, 
and agricultural, All compensation 
for personal service. received by a 
salaried person or wage earner is in-

The gross income of the usual busi- 
ness consists of the gross profits on 
sales, together with income from in- 
vestments and incidental or outside 
operation or sources.

To reflect 
net income correctly in any business 
in which the production, purchase or 
sale of merchandise is an income-pro- 
ducing factor, inventories are neces- 
sary at the beginning and end of each
